MAYOR FRANCIS INCENSED OVER ACTING- 
MAYOR ALLEN’S APPOINTMENT. 


He Says the Selection of Superintendent 
Tante Is Evidence of President Allen“

A Cléveland Invention Which is Expected 
to Take the Place of Fuel. 


From the Cleveland Press. 

On a small street in this city lives an invent - 
we mechanic who for years has spent his 
spare time in a little shop back of his house. 
In it electricity reigns supreme, and the owner 
has worked out the triumph of many hours of 
study. Models of almost every electrical’ 


cent bulbs, all made by himself and run by his 
own dynamos and engine. Miniature buzz- 
saws running so fast as to be almost invisible, 
electrical cars, pbonographs, telephones, bat- 
teries and motors of all kinds, gee thing op- 
erated by electricity, turn this curiosity shop 
into a place where one feels the very influence 
of 2 subtle fluid on his body and even in his 

rain. 

All these machines and toys are mere by 
play to the great discovery of 

eat from electricity, on whic 
been spending dis lifetime. Under 
a cloth stood i “his invention, small 
yet perfect and capable of generating 
enough beat to turn the shop room Into a reg- 
ular Turkish bath. The inventor uucovered 
the machine and ag arene some of its work- 
ings, but the most Important parts are still 
secret. ‘‘For years, he said, ‘‘I studied and 
experimented in vain. My first work was on 
the rule that from the result the cause could 
Follow this theory I com 
the electro-thermic battery, rea- 
soning that if heat generated the electricity, 


3 For a long time I clung to this, 
but had finally to abandon it as practically 
Impossible. Various other theories were 
tried and — weary hours spent in study 
when I sho have been resting from my 
day’s work. 
ane ae my experiments produced heat, 
sufficient quantities to be of — 
benefit. Finally I off on another tac 
and began a new line of reasoning. Heat is 
simply an accelerated motion to the mole- 
cules of a body which crowd out a larger 
space for themselves in their faster move- 
ments, and yearn rare J cause the expansion. 
noticed in a hea object. This heat is dif- 
fused by radiation, that is by imparting its 
motion to the adjoining molecules. This is 
the case either In a solid body or in fluid. 
Following yp this theory I began experiment- 
ing with electricity as a means for causing an 
increased motion to the molecules of a body. 
The first thing necessary was to form a sub- 
stance on which the electricity could act.

RIVER GAMBLERS. 


HOW FORTUNE WAS TEMPTED ON THE 
' ‘‘MWISSISSIPPIIN FORMER TIMES. 


Plasters Amusea@ Themselves While 
Traveling on the River—Steamboat 
Balle—The Paradise of the Poker-Piayer 
Professional Gamblers ef the Olden 
Time—A Swindler Punished—The Biter 
Bit—The Heaviest Bet Ever Made in St.

TERROR STRICKEN VILLAGERS. 


Drunken Canalboatmen Over-EKunning a 
Number of New York Villages.
